According to police Sgt. R. E. Pett 
four booths at the carnival were closed 
on Thursday August 5 for participation 
in alleged gambling: betting on 
numbers, cards, roulette wheels and 
bingo. Mike Haley, who was in charge at 
the time, agreed to the closing because 
he was afraid the entire carnival would ' 
be closed if the gambling continued. 

On Friday August 6, Sgt Pett and 
officer C. Miller, acting on a complaint 
signed by Marge Nelson, again entered 
St Peter's recreation hall and closed 
down all booths for supposed gambling. 

Saturday, August 7, saw two 
complaints issued by Mrs. Nelson, the 
first at 8 p.m. and the second at 10:30 
p.m. after being informed that booths 
which. had been closed down earlier in 
the evening were again operating. On 
Saturday the, complaints were acted 
upon by Police Chief Jack Davis. 



The KNights of Columbus who 
sponsored the event were advised six 
months ago that they could NOT have 
gambling as part of their fund raising 
activities. Recently, the Prince of Peace 
Parish in Lake Villa supposedly had a 
similar and very successful money 
raising affair and were not closed down* 
All the proceeds from this affair were to 
go to help support St Peter's 
Elementary School. • 

M arge Nelson, member of the 
Antioch Village Board , signed three of 
the four complaints issued against the 
■ carnival. "No gambling, that's it," was 
her reply when asked why she had taken 
her strong position against the. alleged 
gambling booths; "It is illegal," and to 
allow it to continue would be "setting 
an illegal precedent" Mrs. Nelson felt 
that "it makes the police department 
look foolish" to have them open the 
booths within minutes after the police 
had left the premises. "If we have law 
enforcement officers, why can't they 
enforce the law?"
